RICHMOND, Va. (AP)—What 
ver happened to the hoboes I 
sed to know as a kid? 
I htiven't seen an honest-to- 
oodness hobo in years. Appar- 
ntly in this age of prosperity 
hey have been squeezed into 
mployment. 
But to a kid in those first 
'ost-depression years they were 
verywhere. The railroad tracks 
vere only a few blocks away 
nd every freight train brought 
more of them to the Louisiana 
ayou country where I grew up. 
Looking back, I suppose most 


)f them were derelicts, bewild- 
ered and abandoned, but in 
hose days they seemed like 
:oldiers of fortune. 


In old felt hats, knee-length 


coats and open-toed shoes, they 
had an aura of glamor. They 
came and went like the wind 
and every meal was a picnic 
around a camp fire. 


We had no sidewalk in front 


of our house on which to scrawl 
a sign, but the hoboes all 
seemed to know my mother was 
an easy mark. She was always 
good for a plate of scrambled 
eggs, bread and a cup or two 
)f coffee. Sometimes I would sit 
beside one on the back steps and 
watch him wolf down the food. 


Dad had a brick yard along 
he tracks, and for a time it was 
a hobo Hilton. There wasn't 
much demand for bricks, and 
for months at a time its kilns 
stood empty. We used to play 
:here, up the chimneys, down 
:hrough the tunnels, and out 
again, yelling just to hear our 
echoes. 


The hoboes turned the kilns in 


to harbors from wet and the 
cold—and perhaps too from the 
world. A knapsack tossed into a 
corner and a blanket on the 
floor and it was home until the 
wail of a train whistle called 
;hem on again. 


A few bricks made an excel- 


lent hearth on which to set a 
battered pot. I pooled my nickr 
sis with the' hoboes for a sack of 
jeans salt pork. It's 
orders 


filled our cavern, and nothing 
ever tasted 
better. We sat 


around the fire while the rain 
dripped outside and I heard em- 
broidered tales of places that 
seemed to me like the Arabian 
Nights. 


I was especially envious of 


one ingenious fellow who fash- 
ioned a home out of an aban- 
doned auto. It sat under a 
weeping willow beside a brick 
pond filled with junk. 


It was a shell. The motor and 


wheels, even the fenders, were 
gone. He stripped it bare inside, 
then plastered the walls and 
chinked the holes with newspa- 
pers to ward off the chill. From 
the junk heap he salvaged an 
old car seat and it was chair 
and bed. An upturned crate was 
a table. 


Later, long afterward, a gang 


of us braced ourselves against 
the willow and shoved the car 
into the pond. A little sadly, I 
watched it settle into the murk. 


They are gone now, and no 


hoot of a diesel will ever bring 
them back. Like our childhood, 
they are gone.

Plane Crashes 
Leave 92 Dead 
or Missing

MANILA (AP) — Ninety-two 


>ersons were dead or missing 
oday following four military 
)lane crashes around the world. 
Most of the victims were Amer- 
can military personnel. 


A fifth plane, a U.S. Air Force 


supersonic fighter, crashed in 
the Philippines today but the 
pilot parachuted to safety. 


The four .fatal crashes oc- 


curred Monday in the Philip- 
oines, off Spain, in southern 
England and in Alabama. 


At Clark Aair Base north of 


Manila, a U.S. Military Air 
Transport jetliner with 83 per- 
sons aboard crashed short of a 
runway and burst into flames. 
Seventy-three persons died in 
the wreckage and another two 
died in the base hospital. 


The other victim was an 


American serviceman riding in 
a taxi which the plane struck as 
it headed for the runway, the 
Air Force said. 


The eight people on board 


who survived the crash were in 
the base hospital. The Filipino 
cab driver and another Ameri- 
can passenger in the taxi also 
were hospitalized. 


Aboard the four-engine C135 


were 9 Air Force crewmen, a 
flight nurse, 48 Air Force pas- 
sengers, 19 Navy men, 4 Coasl 
Guardmen and 2 Nationalist 
Chinese.

They also will bring credits 


and assistance to 21,000 small 
farms in the land reform and 
colonization 
program of Pru, 


help construct a new seaport in 
Chile, help Mexico establish a 
national agricultural center and 
provide Food for Peace com 
modifies to Ecuador. 


Although the $40 million was

U.S. to Dig

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
-abor Department prepared to- 
ay to dig into Teamsters Union 
inancial records to find out how 
much the union has paid in le- 
al expenses for its oft-indicted 
resident, James R. Hoffa. 
"We are going into the vari- 


ous cases involved," said a 
spokesman for Secretary of La- 
bor W. Willard Wirtz, who an- 
nounced the unprecedented in- 
vestigation Monday. 


Assistant Secretary of Labor 


James J. Reynolds said the in- 
vestigation may take at least 
six weeks because of a maze of 
financial dealings between Hof- 
fa and his various lawyers in a 
number of states. 


While the Labor Department 


has conducted thousands of in- 
vestigations into the alleged im- 
proper use of union funds, a 
source said the Hoffa case is the 
first involving the question of 
legal fees. 


The investigation, under the 


1959 Landrum-Griffin labor law, 
was viewed as another blow to 
the sorely beset Hoffa. He was

years in prison on one federal 
charge, a decision he is appeal- 
ing, and he is now on trial in 
Chicago on a charge of misus- 
ing union funds.

000 votes cast in Panama Prov- 
ince, where Arias had his great- 
est strength, were yet. to be 
counted. It was believed tho 
former president would have to 
take more than 70 per cent of 
the uncounted votes in the capi- 
tal province to v;in. 


Sullenness replaced the carni- 


val atmosphere thai; had pre- 
vailed in the Arias camp. Some 
hinted at government manipula- 
tion, claiming that the Electoral 
Tribunal gave Robles an early 
edge to provoke Arias followers 
into violence. Then the National 
Guard could jail Arias and other 
leaders of his party. 


A Robles victory could portend 


difficulty for the United States 
in negotiations on the Panama 
Canal treaty.

Goldwater 
Piling Up 
a Backlog 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Sen. 


Barry Goldwater appears to be 
piling up backlog support among 
publicly uncommitted delegates 
which could strengthen his bid 
for a first-ballot Republican pres 
idential nomination. 


If the Arizona senator wins 


the June 2 California primary 
and adds that state's 86 conven- 
tion votes to his total, his strate- 
gists now believe he will come 
close to having 600 of the 655 
needed for the nomination. 


If the state-by-state roll call 


of the 1,308 delegates at the San 
Francisco convention indicates 
Goldwater is headed toward a 
figure only a few short of the 
magic total, his supporters be- 
lieve there will be some quick 
'hifts made in his direction. 


They point to Wisconsin, far 


clown the roll-call line, as a like- 
ly source of Goldwater support, 
in 
such 
circumstances. 
The 


state's 30 votes are pledged to 
Rep. Jhon W. Byrns in a favor- 
ite son holding operation. 


This served its "principal pur- 


pose when it kept major con- 
tenders out of the state pri- 
mary, 
in 
which Democrats 


could cross over. Goldwater del- 
egates probably won't feel they 
have any further obligation to 
Byrnes if the Arizona senator 
needs them. 


Kentucky also seems likely to 


offer Goldwater some additional 
votes if he moves up within 
striking distance of the nomina 
tion as the roll call proceeds. 


Kentucky is expected to cast 


it's 24 votes on the first call for 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton as a 
favorite son. But Morton said he 
will release immediately any 
delegate who might ask to 
change his vote. He said Gold 
water had the support of about 
15 Kentucky delegates. 


The calculations of the Gold 


water strategists are all built on 
the assumption that their man 
will bowl over New York Gov. 
fielson A. Rockefeller in the Cal- 
ifornia primary. 


They already have written off 


Oregon's Friday primary as a 
loss, with the expectation that 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
will win that state's 18 votes. 


The Goldwater strategists ex- 


pect Lodge's backers then to ap- 
peal to the supporters of Lodge 
and other potential candidates to 
vote for Rockefeller in Calif. 
in an effort to stop Goldwater. 


Coalition moves of this nature 


haven't been very successful in 
other states and Goldwater's 
people are not worried on this 
score. 


They are worried about the 


possibility that former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower might be 
coaxed into making some state- 
ment that' would damage Gold- 
water's chances in Calif. The 
weight of opinion is that Eisen- 
hower won't take sides publicly 
at this point. But the Goldwater 
strategists can't be sure.

Court Will 
Not Reverse 
Cude Ruling 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
refused to reconsider its dect* 
sion ordering that the three chil- 
dren of farmer Archie Cude be 
taken from him because he 
would not have them vaccinated 
against smallpox so they could 
attend school. 


Cude said the ruling complet- 


ed legal action in the case. "It 
don't change anything with us," 
Cude said. He said he would not 
have the children vaccinated be- 
cause he has a religious convic- 
tion against medical treatment. 


And he said he would not take 


the children back if they were 
vaccinated. Cude said he would 
care for the children "if they 
dumped them out here like a 
passel of dogs." 


The children have been allow- 


ed to stay with the Cudes while 
the case was settled in t h e 
courts. They were taken once 
by the Welfare Department. 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus stepped 
in and took the children into tbe 
governor's mansion 
for 
four 


days until they were legally re- 
turned to their parents tem- 
porarily. 


The children were still on the 


Cude farm north of Mena today. 
Sheriff Bruce Scoggin said he 
was awaiting word from Chan- 
cellor Wesley Howard the ori- 
ginal judge in the case, on 
whether he should take custody 
of the children. Howard was to 
be in Mena Tuesday for court. 


Cude said he would not appeal 


to the U. S. Supreme Court "be- 
cause this is a local and state 
issue and we don't like a lot of 
decision they've made in Wash- 
ington anyhow." 


It was expected that Howard's 


decision in Polk Chancery Court 
to take custody of the children 
would take effect soon. 


After Cude had been fined 


three times for not sending the 
children 
to 
school, 
Howard 


ordered the Welfare Depart- 
ment to take the children, vac- 
cinate to lane the children vac- 
custody to Cude. 


Then Cude said he would not 


take them back under those cir- 
cumstances. He said if they 
were "dumped" at his farm he 
would care for them but would 
not send them to school.

FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP) - 


The federal Mediation and Con- 
ciliation Service has set a meet- 
ing for 10 a.m. Wednesday with 
management and labor to dis- 
cuss the strike at the Norge 
Division of Borg-Warner Corp. 


Some 1,200 employes of the 


huge refrigerator plant near 
Fort Smith struck shortly after 
midnight last Wednesday after 
the union contract expired. 


The union said the strike was 


over wages and working condi- 
tions. 


A. W. Mille of Little Rock, 


commissioner for the Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, an- 
nounced the meeting. The site 
was not set. 


Robert' Johnson, president of 


Local 370 of the Allied Industrial 
Workers Union, said negotia 
tions went on for eight weeks 
before the strike. Union mem- 
bers voted 742-70 for the strike. 


The company moved its plant 


to Fort Smith from Muskegon 
Mich., in 1961. The average 
wage at Muskegon was $2.50 an 
hour and Johnson said the aver- 
age wage at the plant here was 
$1.67.

Anytime a pitcher comes up 


with a 4-1 record for the Hous- 
ton Colts, he has to have some- 
thing going for him. Dick Faiv 
rell, however, has an even more 
impressive statistic: He limited 
Willie Mays to l-for-4. 


The Colt right-hander, a hulk- 


ing, 220-pounder, won his fourth 
game Monday night, pitching 
his eighth-place mates to a 4-1 
triumph over National League- 
leading San Francisco. 


He lowered his earned-run 


average to a respectable 2.14, 
which is even more respectable 
when it is considered that all 
his decisions have been against 
the league's tougher clubs: two 
victories over St. Louis, includ- 
ing a four-hitter, and a win and 
loss to Los Angeles. 


And against the Giants, he al- 


lowed streaking Willie a single 
his first time up, then retired 
him three times in a row, strik- 
ing him out once with two men 
on base. This, of, course, is 
quite an accomplishment. 


Farrell, who was 14-13 with 


the ninth-place club last season, 
scattered 10 hits about as effec- 
tively as possible and got the 
benefit of some strange Giant 
base-running.

Eliminated 
as Bandits

WEST POINT, N.Y. (AP) — 


Vprld political tensions have 
claimed- another victim — the 
famed "Chinese Bandits" of the 
Army football team. 


From now on, just call them 
'Bandits." 
That's the official word from 
he U.S. Military Academy 
where a spokesman, who pre- 
"erred anonymity, explained: 


"The term 'Chinese Bandits' 


was given to our football de- 
ensive unit. It was intended to 
mean a tough bunch of guys. 
Also it gave the second team 
some dignity. 


"But it had an undesirable in- 


ernational 
connotation, 
and 


we've had some criticism ever 
since it started. You see there 
are different 
kinds of mean 


guys — good, mean guys and 
mean, mean guys. 


"There was the idea that the 


mean, mean guys were Chinese 
Communists. Rather than cre- 
ate an international incident, we 
decided it best to skip it." 


Officially, Army denied that 


:here were any political pres- 
sures which dictated the drop- 
ping of the Oriental tag, which 
nil\ mean also the end of the 
Chinese 
laundry chants 
and 


coolie hats at West Point games. 


No phone call from the Pen- 


tagon. 
No 
complaint 
from 


fciang Kai-shek or Chou En-lai. 
"We just decided that the 


word 'Bandits' was simpler," 
said Coach Paul Dietzel, who 
said he got the inspiration for 
the 'Chinese Bandits' out of a 
comic strip 15 years ago. 


"We only intended that the 


team be known as 'Bandits.' It 
has nothing to do with the Chi- 
nese." He didn't explain the 
chants and the coolie hats. 


This is not the first time nick- 


names of athletic teams have 
been changed for political, or 
other, reasons. 


Right after World War II, 


when the Russians and Ameri- 
cans were Li a titanic struggle 
for world supremacy, the Cin- 
cinnati Reds baseball team de- 
cided it best to change the name 
to "Redlegs."

The .veteran trainer, whose 


conditioning methods often are 
considered .unorthodox by the 
standards of the majority of 
trainers,; .doesn't care to com- 
pare The Scoundrel, a big rb- 
Imst son of the little-known 
Toulouse Lautrec, with Candy 
Spots. He just doesn't believe in 
making comparisons 
between 


horses. 


But there is no concealing the 


fact that Tenney is more con- 
fident than he was prior to the 
Derby, in .which The Scoundrel 
was beaten by 3y2 lengths 'for 
all of the money after holding 
the lead briefly at the one-mile 
mark. 


"I look for my horse to im- 


prove a little every race," said 
Tenney as he talked of The 
Scoundrel's fine workout Sun- 
day when he stepped one-mile 
in 1:38 1-5. The time was only 
two-fifths of a second off the 
track record. "I don't think it 
was too fast. I would consider 
it just about right." 


Tenney was especially pleased 


that The Scoundrel changed 
leads without breaking stride- 
something he has had difficulty 
doing in past races. 


"He still races a little green 


but he is improving," said Ten- 
ney. 


All of this could mean bad 


news for Northern Dancer and 
Hill Rise, who off their thrilling 
Derby duel figure to dominate 
the field of five or perhaps six.

NEW YORK (AP)-The half* 


hour action show, once the most 
popular television form, is now 
obsolete. 
t 
It told a short story in the 


most uncomplicated form — the 
bad guys hijacked the truck or 
held up the bank. The good 
guys tracked them down. There 
was a shootout or fist fight and 
the good guys won every time. 


There was no time for sub- 


plots, counterplots or character 
development. Hollywood turned 
them out like sausages and they 
were all over the channels for 
years until they were replaced 
by the hour-long action shows. 


CBS"'Brenner," which moved 


into the network's lineup Sun- 
day night, is a series of half- 
hour shows made five or six 
years ago. Like the original 
half-hour "Naked City" series, 
it tried to get away from the 
stereotyped cops and robbers 
show and inject some realism! 


It did not work out very well 


then — the series was short- 
lived — and even today accus- 
tomed as we are to realism and 
character development it still 
isn't right. 


Sunday night's episode — one 


of several never shown before 
—had a mere suggestion of 
crime for plot — a planned pier 
robbery. The story focused on a: 
frightened informer who feared 
his stool pigeon role had been 
discovered 
by the criminals, 


and on a worried police lieuten- 
ant concerned about the man's 
safety. Except for a brief burs£ 
of action at the end, it was slow 
going. 


In sharp contrast was ABC's 


rerun of one of the most inter- 
esting episodes of "Arrest and 
Trial." It demonstrated 
that 


character 
development, 
well 


handled, can be more fascinat- 
ing than a shootout in a police 
tale. Roddy McDowall, in a per- 
formance that won him 
an 


'•Emmy" nomination, played 
masterfully the role of a dis- 
turbed young man, at once sen- 
timental poet and arrolgant sav- 
age killer. 


CBS'S "The Defenders" on 


Saturday was also a thoughtful 
character study — and a rather 
frightening one at that. It was 
the story of an ignorant young 
working man who was involved 
in a fight with a stranger. The 
man was killed and turned out 
to be an important Cuban Com- 
munist. 


The drama showed how the 


obscure man reacted when he 
suddenly became a hero and a 
cause celebre for super-patriotic 
groups. He enjoyed the lime- 
light so much he finally con- 
vinced himself that he had de- 
liberately committed a patriotic 
assassination. 


"The defenders" usually is not 


an ideal television show for the 
viewer looking for uncomplicat' 
ed, undisturbing entertainment. 
It invariably has both point and 
point of view and sometimes it 
reaches conclusions that are not 
as satisfying as having the good 
guys win or the murderer re- 
veal himself in the courtroom. 
It is altogether a 
superior 
series. 


Manuscript of

Blitzstein, 58, who adapted 


and translated the long-running 
off-Broadway hit, "The Three - 
Penny Opera," was killed in an 
alleged robbery-beating in Mar- 
tinique, West Indies, in January.

stein, New York Philharmonic 
music director and Blitzstein's 
literary executor, as saying the 
first and second acts of "Sacco 
and Vanzetti" seemed substan- 
tially finished.
